The  following  proposal,  affecting  the  utilization 
of  airspace,  is  being  considered  by  the  Federal  Avia- 
tion Agency. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  FAA  that  the  public  he  af- 
forded an  opportunity  to  submit  comments.  Receipt  of 
these  comments,  addressed  to  the  Chief,  Air  Traffic 
Division,  at  the  above  address,  prior  to  August  14,  1961, 
will  be  appreciated. 

CASE:  61-LA-146-NR— GREAT  FALLS.  MON- 
TANA-PROPOSED CONVERSION  OF  L/MF  RADIO 
RANGE  TO  A RADIO  BEACON  WITH  TRAN- 
SCRIBED WEATHER  BROADCAST  SERVICE. 

Amber  Federal  Airway  No.  2 is  being  revoked  Au- 
gust 24,  1961,  and  all  remaining  low  frequency  jet 
routes  are  to  be  revoked  on  or  about  September  21, 
1961.  After  that  date,  the  Great  Falls,  Montana  L/MF 
range  will  no  longer  be  needed  as  a four  course  range 
for  air  traffic  management  purposes. 

This  facility  is,  however,  one  of  those  86  such  aids 
that  were  scheduled  to  be  converted  to  a transcribed 
weather  broadcast  facility  (TWEB)  and  retained  for 
an  indefiniate  period.  The  FAA  has  determined  that 
this  class  of  facility  will  not  be  established.  In  lieu 
thereof,  the  facilities  will  be  modified  to  provide  weath- 
er broadcast  and  air  navigation  guidance  for  instru- 
ment flight. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Great  Falls,  Montana  L/MF 
radio  range  be  converted  to  a radio  beacon  with  tran- 
scribed weather  broadcast  service.  When  required,  the 
transcribed  weather  broadcast  can  be  interrupted  to 
permit  ground/air  communications  on  the  voice  chan- 
nel of  the  facility.

Fedcrul  Aviation  Agency  has  telegraphed  an  imme- 
diate-effect airworthiness  directive  requiring  100-hr.  in- 
spections of  the  front  spar  hinge  holts  and  bolt  holes  on 
all  Piper  Model  I’A-25  aircraft  with  300  or  more  service 
hours.  The  Agency  said  the  AWD  stemmed  from  exam- 
ination of  a PA-25  involved  in  a recent  accident.  From  its 
evidence  of  fatigue.  FAA  is  requiring  inspection  for 
cracking,  wear  or  distortion.

Havre  Pilots  Aid 
Highway  Partol

Nine  pilots  from  the  Havre  Hangar  of  the  Montana 
Pilots'  Association  cooperated  with  the  Montana  High- 
way Patrol  in  patrolling  roads  and  highways  over  the 
long  July  4th  weekend  and  the  result  is  most  gratifying. 
According  to  Highway  Patrolmen  Haston  Broadus,  Havre, 
and  John  Garland,  Chinook,  there  were  no  accidents  on 
highways  during  the  four-day  holiday  in  the  HI-Line 
area 

The  Highway  Patrolmen  said  this  is  the  first  time 
they  have  a record  of  a traffic  accident-free  holiday  pe- 
riod in  this  area 

The  planes  were  on  patrol  Saturday,  Sunday.  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday  with  special  vigilance  during  peak  traf- 
fic hours.  Pilots  working  out  of  the  city-county  airport 
on  the  patrol  were  James  Sleeter.  George  Johnson,  Gord- 
on Sands,  Lindon  Harris,  Gus  Johnson,  Charles  Inman, 
Walt  Hensley,  Sharel  Bitz  and  Harold  Ebaugh. 

Highway  patrolmen  in  this  area  were  high  in  their 
praise  for  the  wonderful  job  contributed  by  these  planes 
and  pilots  in  assisting  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  on 
Northern  Montana  roads  and  highways.  An  area  of  about 
40  miles  each  way  from  Havre,  including  the  Beaver 
Creek  Road,  was  patrolled  by  the  planes. 

Several  traffic  arrests  were  made  due  to  the  planes 
on  aerial  patrol,  one  a driving  while  intoxicated  case.  By 
notifying  the  city-county  airport  by  radio  which  in  turn 
alerted  highway  patrolmen,  traffic  offenders  were  quickly 
apprehended,  thus  lessening  the  risk  of  a traffic  accident 
in  the  area.  The  system  worked  out  perfectly,  with  no 
accidents  reported. 

Patrolmen  Broadus  and  Garland  also  wish  to  com- 
mend motorists  for  their  cooperation  in  this  area  and  for 
the  safe  and  sane  manner  in  which  almost  all  motorists 
along  the  Hi-Line  conducted  themselves  during  the  holi- 
day period.

SCAN,  a System  for  the  Collection  and  Analysis  of  Near- 
Collision  reports  All  licensed  pilots  in  the  United  States 
and  Puerto  Kico  have  been  sent  a letter  explaining  Pro- 
ject SCAN  and  a Project  SCAN  Near-Collision  report 
form.  If  you  have  a near-collision  to  report,  fill  out  this 
form  as  completely  as  possible  and  mail  it  immediately. 
You'll  note  it  is  both  self-addressed  and  stamped. 

You  need  NOT  identify  yourself  The  basic  aim  of 
the  project  is  to  obtain  sufficient  technical  data  to  diag- 
nose more  clearly  the  collision  avoidance  problem  and  to 
help  formulate  cures.  Project  SCAN  differs  from  former 
incident  reporting  programs  in  that  it  deals  with  more 
than  just  numbers  or  a measure  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
problem  Project  SCAN  includes  a detailed  analysis  of 
the  cumulative  reports  plus  the  fomulation  of  specific 
recommendations  for  improvements  in  those  areas  indi- 
cated by  the  submitted  reports 

Only  statistical  information  and  subsequent  recom- 
mendations will  be  forwarded  to  the  FAA  The  submit- 
ted report  forms  themselves  will  be  destroyed  after  the 
information  has  been  taken  from  them. 

Project  SCAN  is  vital  to  safety  in  air  transportation 
. . . and  it  needs  your  cooperation.  We  repeat,  we  hope 
you  do  not  experience  a near-collision,  but  if  you  do.  send 
in  your  Project  SCAN  report  os  quickly  as  possible.

EXAM-0-GRAM  NO.  2 
Situation 

You  plan  to  make  a VFR  cross-country  flight  over 
terrain  which  has  an  approximate  maximum  elevation 
of  2,900  feet.  After  charting  the  course  you  determine  the 
true  course  to  be  188°  and  the  magnetic  variation  is  12° 
E According  to  the  latest  aviation  weather  reports  there 
is  a broken  layer  of  clouds  at  7,000  feet,  and  the  visibility 
is  unlimited  along  your  intended  route.  The  winds  aloft 
forecast  indicates  that  the  higher  the  altitude  the  more 
favorable  the  wind  direction  and  speed.  Intending  to  take 
advantage  of  the  wind  and  still  comply  with  the  Civil 
Air  Regulations,  you  decide  upon  a cruising  altitude  of: 

1)  5,500  feet  MSL  3)  7,500  feet  MSL 

2)  6,500  feet  MSL  4)  9,500  feet  MSL 

Analysis 

1 You  wish  to  fly  as  high  as  legally  possible  to  take 
advantage  of  the  wind. 

2.  The  base  of  the  broken  clouds  is  reported  in  height 
above  the  surface  (see  Pilot's  Weather  Handbook,"  page 
79).  Therefore,  the  base  of  the  clouds  is  approximately 
2,900  feet  plus  7,000  feet,  or  9,900  feet  above  sea  level. 

3.  Cruising  altitude  is  a level  above  mean  sea  level, 
MSL  (See  definition  in  CAR,  Part  60.) 

4 This  flight  will  be  made  at  an  altitude  of  3,000  feet 
or  more  above  the  surface  in  order  to  take  advantage  of 
the  more  favorable  winds  at  higher  altitudes.  Since  you 
will  be  flying  at  3,000  feet  or  more  above  the  surface,  you 
must,  according  to  Civil  Air  Regulations,  fly  at  a cruis- 
ing altitude  appropriate  to  the  magnetic  course.  In  this 
instance  the  magnetic  course  is  176°  (true  course  188° — 
12°  E magnetic  variation  = 176° — see  “Path  of  Flight," 
Chapter  II,  Page  7.) 

5.  A magnetic  course  of  176°  in  this  case  requires 
that  you  fly  at  an  altitude  (above  sea  level)  of  an  odd 
thousand  plus  500  feet  (see  CAR,  Part  60,  Section  60.32). 

6.  You  must  maintain  a vertical  distance  under  the 
base  of  any  cloud  formation  of  at  least  500  feet  (see  Part 
60,  Section  60.30).  This  rules  out  a cruising  altitude  of 
9,500  feet.  You  do  not  choose  5,500  feet  since  you  want  to 
take  advantage  of  better  tail  winds  at  higher  altitudes. 
You  eliminate  6,500  feet  because  you  must  be  at  an  odd 
thousand  altitude  plus  500  feet.  Therefore,  you  select  a 
cruising  altitude  of  7,500  feet,  which  meets  legal  require- 
ments and  gives  you  the  advantage  of  more  favorable 
winds.
